Complaint of Citizsn Respecting Two Streets
in Mount Pleasant.

Report in Reaponse Made by Acting
Henlth Oflicer—Defects
in Law.

Mr. Cari Hoffman. a resident and proper-
ty owner in Mt Pleasant, several weeks

ago complaived 1o the Distriet Commission- |

ers of the insopitary condition of Grant
and Bchool strests in Mt. Plersunt. He alsa
protested hiondinst the remoyval of the brick
gutters on Grant street. Upen

there was no
tention on the par. of the municipalty to
remove the guilers.

“It seems lo me,” wrote Mr. Hoffman,
“that even the engineer depariment does
ot know that on all these sireets leading
t» the Johnson School not the faintest Te-
sumblance 1o a gutier exists, exXeept in
front of my place, wher: the improvements
wire Rade by me. No drainage, no sewer
irapa, only mudholes, {ed vear in and vear
it with stagnant water. Any business man
wounld be hedd in contempt if he should
keep his place in =uch a shametul state of
dirt and mud n= are the sorroundings of
the Johnson School, Mt Pleasani. As (he
henorable Comunlssioners are aware, ihe
school is again under the ban of diseass,
and a number of children are down with
sickness. Lately, experts have been inves-
Iiating the sanitary conditioh of sewer-
age, heating and airing the building. Per-
mit me to express my  opinion that the
souree of danger 13 outstde.

“All the streets leading to the school are
vnly mudholes, in the truest s:mse of the
word.  After any rain the mudholes turn
mto mundlakes.  The children going o
=chonl have to wade through this mud and
dirt.  Is it any wonder children take sick,
sitting in closed, erowded roams, with mod-
=paked shoes and garments?

Abuse of Sewer Connection.

“It seems to me,” continued Mr. Hoff-
man, “almost eriminal neglect In which this
seetion is left in regard to grading, curh-
stones, gutters and pavements.  Both in
School and Grant streets there are water
and sewers. but, permit the fmpertinent
question, How is It that the argus-eved
police and health departments do not per-
ceive that several houses close to the school
are left without sewer connection?  All the
drainage of these houses and stables gnes
ad libitum into the streets surrounding the
school,  Some stables, housing a number
of cows and horses, are. {0 my knowledge,
withont proper sewerage. All this seems to
me to make the question plain why the
Johnson School s considered unhealthy.
Permit me to offer ¥ou at any time my ser-
vices or testimony in regard to my letter.”

Mr. H. . McLean, the acting health offi-
cer, reported to the Commisstoners that an
inspector of the healih department, upon
investigating the complaint, discovered that
of the houses complained of only one is
awned by a resident of the Distriet. The
health department, explained Mr. Mcelean,
ig, therefore. unahle tn foree compliance
with the provisions of the drainage act in
these cases. In the case of the house own-
ed by a resident of the District he stated
that notice has been served unon the owner.
Tequiring him to connect the premises with
the public sewer and water main.

Nevded Amendmenits.

Mr. Hoffman has been notified by the
Commission ors in aecordance with the re-
ports made to them in the case, which, it
I understooad, presents fn their opinion an-
other argument in favor of such amend-
ment of existing laws as will permit them
to enfores the laws not only where the
property at fault is owned hy a resident,
btit also in those cases in which It i3 Tound
1o b owned by a non-resident. It 1s prob-
ihle that the Commissioners will ask Con-
Zress 1o =0 cmend these laws, it having
heen suggested that notice to non-resident
property owners could be given by publca-
tion.

Has Disappeared.

Red banaras are s0 searce nowadays as
10 be practically a rarity; the prevalling
banana Is yellow, Twenty years and more
4g0 the red was the prevalling banana and
the yellow the rare one.

Now bananas wre broughs
by steam, In fast steamers bullt especially
for the fraft tre These steamers may,
€ course, be he up by storms: but thes
e ot Hkely to be; eommonly they land
argoes here In a specified time, and in 1he
hest and moest sultable condition for hand-
ling and marketing 1o the L advantase
and with the least posslble waste, and with
advantage as to evenness of supply., The
zreat bulk of the banana trade in this
country Is now controlled by a company
which banana Importers have organized.
The b saten in this country come
from Cos ‘A, British and Spanish Hon-
duras, Colombia, Jamaica and Cuba; that
5, from ecountries around the southern part
f the Gulf of Mexico and around the Carib-
bean sea. The bulk of the fruit from the
gulf countries gees to New Orleans for
distribution. that from the other eountries
coming to Atlantle ports. For many years
bananas have had a more or less wide dis-
tribution from the ports of receipt; but
they were never before so widely distrib-
wed, nor sold so cheaply at interior points,
a= now. Rananas are now sold, not as
rarvities, but more or less commonly, in
all parts of the country; practically every-
where; the pastern part of the country be-
ing supplied from Atlantic, ports, and the
Mississtoni walley and the western half
from New Orleans. (‘osta RKica bananas
are now shi from New Orleans over
pretty much all the western country, ta the
Tacific coast.
